“My oxygen hose (we were 
flying at about 25,000 
feet) was severed and I 
began to lose conscious- 
ness from loss of air and 
blood. I managed to strap 
the radio operator in his 
chute and pushed him out 
the door. Meanwhile, sev-~ 
crew 
had bailed out. Before I 
was able to -follow, the 
plane crashed and I was 
surprised to find that I 
was still alive,” he said, 

Sergeant Gibson's survi- 
ving crew members tried +e 
carry him to safety aftpr 
dragging him from the plane 
which was threatening to 
burn and explode. Knowing 
that he was dangerously 
wounded and in enemy terri- 
tory, Gibson demanded they 
make their escapes 
they ceuld. 

He dragged himself te 
the questionable safety of 
a French hedgerow and at- 
tempted to stanch the flow 
of blood from his wounded 


leg. Soon he heard some 
villagers approaching. 
One of them, slightly 


more adventuresome, tossed 
a quart bottle of cognac 
to the wounded sergeant 
who drained the bottle in 
a few quick gulps. : 

A German soldier arrived 
on the scene and after
